Al 9 o'clock this morping, Judges Alllson and
Ludiow were presetit In the Court of Common Pleas,
according to appointient, for the purpose of reyis.
ing and correciing the action taken by the Bard of
Aldermen In appointing officers to conduct the
romini ¢iection. Advantage of the revision was
taken by both sider, and the proceedings baing for
the most part with the assent of all parties, they
went through very goletly andjwith bot littie of the
feeling and exclilement usaally accompanying all
political moatters discuased In vourt
Messre, Barger, Dallas, and Eiddle appeared for
the Democrats, and Messre, Mann and Kooeass for
the Republicang, The applications for removals
were based upon the petitons of five reputable free-
holders and voters of the wards, anid proof of tha
disgnalifieation or unwillingness of the objectionn-
bie party to serve was taken by the conrt, the Judges
not holding the cases down to the strictest rules of
proof, but accepting the cases in o liberal view,
and In proper cases, ordering the removals,
and then upon the suggestion of a more proper per-
son, If not objected to by the opposite side, he was
appointed in place. The matters had gone ahewl
thus for a short time, untfl Mr, Mann came o and

oblected  that the notice to the  Repuoiican
slide had not been sufficient to
enabhle them to maet the CRITECS

of incompetency or to examine into Miness of the
newly pamed parties, and thus the Court might pos-
piblY e migled 0o making appoloiments & great
dedl worse than those made by the Aldermen. DBe-
sides this the petitioners wiere not here with proper
proofs, and the procecding was entirely Ia the
qark,

Mr. Dallas said he had eomplied with the requaire-
ments of the law as to notice, and the Court agreed
with him there; but Judge Alllson suggested that the
appointments and removals be made to-day sl and
merely provisiopal ; certifcates wonid not. be issaed
upon the action of to-day ; the judges would mast at
12 o'clack to hear objections and to confirm the pro-
cecdings of to-day,

This met with the approval on all sides, and 80 the
husiness went over.

The Last Day for lts Completion nod Heviston,

To-morrow, being the tenth day belore the comiog
general election, will be devoted to the completion
and reviston of the registry of voters in this city. The
canvassers will meet o thelr respective election di-
visions &t 10 o'clock A. M., and remain in session
unty 7 o'clock P, M. In the lungunﬁu of the regls-
try act, “they shall have power, while In session, to
administer oaths and nmrmahﬂm; to lasae sub-
penas o any person within their respective divie
glons, requiring the attendance of such pearsons be
fore them as witnesses: to examine any person
under oath, respecting his own or the qualification
of any person 48 an elector in sald division, and to
direct the arrest of any person for disorderly con-
duct before them at thelr place of meeting, and on
the personal application of any person claiming a
right to vote in the division at the next general ales-
tion and on due proof that such ciaim 18 well
founded, to e taken as hereinafter provided, the
said division canvassers shall register the
full original and gurname of every such person, on a
new st to he called the 'canvassers” st classify.
ing and designating snch persons in the same man-
ner as the assessors are required to 4o by the twenty-
eighth section of this act, unless the nmame of such
person 18 found on the assessor's division transeript,
or the extra assessment book of the said division.”

With reference to allens who have been natural-
ized shice the canvassers last sat, the law says,
SEvery person of foreign birth claliing the right to
be assessed or tohave his pame registered on the
canvassers’ e, shall, In addition to the proof of
reslilence, prove that he has heen naturalized, ocon-
formably to the laws of the United States, and, ns
evidence thereol, he shall produce o certilcate of
paturalization, nnder the sesal of the Conrt ln whlch
sald naturalization took place, duly attested by the
aignature of the prothonotary or ¢lerk of the sald
Court, in his own proper nandwriting: and shall
prove, by the oath of a qualified slector of the divi-
glon, that he Is the person named (0 the satd certin
cate, and the person to whom (¢t was [ssued; and
ghall further answer, upon oath, to the satis‘action
Of the pssessOrs or canvassers, bhefore whom the satl
certificate may be produced, when and where he
was born, and when and where he obtained the
gald certificate, and from whom ; and the said certin-
cate shall not be evidence that the person presenting
it 1& n paturalized citizen, unloss iis AnSwers he oon-
sistent with the facts certifled, and the proof of his
jdentity be satisfactory 1o the canvassers,™

The Gireat Freshet.

Ricnsoxn, Sept. 30.—Advices received by a
c¢ircuitous route from Lynchburg, Salem, and
other pointe in that section this morning repre-
sent great destruction of property by one of
the most disastroue freshets which has ocearred
for many years, The railroad bridges and toll
bridges at Lynchburg, together with many
houses, have been swept away, and the gas
works and several large manufactories flooded
over.

REDUCED CAR FARES.

————

New York Passenger Hallwany Fares Heduced
Lo Five Uenis.

The New York World to-day has the follow-
ing:—

Of the many petty additional expenses and
annoyances which the late war imposed upon
the maes of the people of this city there was
none, perhaps, more generally felt than the one-
cent tax on the city railway fares. Like all
otker taxes, it of course bore most heavily on
the poor—the laborer, the mechanie, the clerk,
all, in fact, whose wealth did not allow them
any more aristoeratic mode of .conveyance than
the street car. Great numbers of these classes
bhave to use the cars treqluenﬂy to get to and
from their places of employment, and (o many
of them the tax, small as it was, was neverthe-
less turdensome, and the odd cent always in-
convenlent, All such will therefore hall its
abolition with pleasure.

On and after to-morrow ante-bellnm rates
will rule, and the handy five cent piece will pay
the passenger's way from the Astor House to
Oune-bundred and Twenty-fifth steeet, The
terme of the act of Congress authorizing the
imposition of the additional cent expiring to-
day, the several companles In this city have
coneluded no longer to exact it, To ascertain
the feeling of the compauies as to this cutting
down of their income the writer yesterday
called on Mr. Bquires, President of the Third
Avenue line, the rond which, from [ts Immense
trafiie, must necessarily be most affected by this
change.

The following colloquy was the result: —

Reporter—Mr. Bquires, ] have called to in-
quire whether it is the intention of your com-
pany to reduce fares to five cents on Baturday.

Mr. Bquires—Yes, sir; we have concluded to
(o go. The anthority given us by Congress for
adding the additional cent to oar fare having
expired, we have of course no alternative but to
come down. Yet, if we were so disposed, we
think our charter warrants us in Jemnmling
fares In specie—the currént coln of the eonntry
at the time the charter was granted aod the
rate fixed.

R.—But you have determined not to adhere
to the strict letter of the law?

Mr. B.—We have, for two reasons: first, the
premium ag present is co low that it is not worth
while to Insist on It; and secondly, becanse we
don’t think it pays to quarrel with the publie;
our policy has always been, as far as possible,
to accommodate the people.

R.—What do you think the effect of the re-
duction will be on the fluances of the compauy?

Mr. 8.—We can’t stand it, sir, Wy, you can
gee for yourself. We carry 90,000 a day on our
road, which, nt one cent aplece, makes $900.
What Is the effect ?

R.—Well, but doyou not think that the ad-
ditlonal traffic which the reduction will be likely
to create will more than make up for the loss 7

Mr. B.—Not &t all, 8ir; quite the contrary; the
more we carry the more we lose. There i& not
a passenger carried now that does not absolutely
cost Hig cents. Where, then, is the profit to
come from ? ]

R.—That is certainly discouraging. How do

you propose 1o get over the difficulty ?
" Mr. 8.—1 know of only one way—to seek re-
lef from the Legislature; and If we can’t gel it
reduce the wages of our employes, Prices of
horses, fornge, and labor are now so much In
excess of those ruling when the five-cent fare
was established, that it would rulo us to ruo at
thiat rate.

R.—But, sir, at the present rate, as you say,
of everythiog, it would be a dificult matier Lo
reduce the wages of your employes.

Mr, 8.—1I know it, but T can see po other re-
source, and that is what It must come to, We
emply 1000 men, which at 75¢. per day reduc-
tiop amounts to #750. Here 18 all the chance
we have left to curtall expenses, and, as T sald
before, 1f we do not get relief from the Legitla~
ture that's what It must come 10,

FROM NEW YORK.
The Farrngut Funeral.

New Yorg, Sept. 30,—The remains of Far-
ragut arrived on the Fall river steanmer Bristol
at an early hour this morning, and were first
removed in the tug Catalpa to the Brooklyn
Navy Yard, where they were received by naval
officers in charge. At half-past ten the tug,
with the remains on board, accompanied by a
detachment of marines and naval officers from
the yard, proceeded to the pler at the foot of
Canal street, North river, where the procession
and escor{ were in waiting. The remalns were
landed amid a thunderous salute of guns. The
funeralcortege formingat once, proceeded on the
march up Broadway in the face of a furlous
easterly storm, which began about 10 o'clock
and continued without eessation during the
whole time of the ceremonies. The Unlted
Siates marine band, from the Brooklyn Navy
Yard, had the head of the column, and was fol-
lowed by a regiment of the 24 Division, ncting
as a guard of honor to the great admiral’s re-
malns, The coffin was covered with a heavy
pall, bearing the name of Farragut in large
gold letters on either side, and a Unlted
States flag above, was carried on the shoul-
ders of elght sallors who formerly served
under Farragut.
